In spite of the above incident^ hcwever, RICHMOND believed 
BUTLER to bo a man of absolute integrii^r vihose loyalty would be bqyond 
reproach. 


Mr. MICHAEL DEDERBR^ President^ Seattle Fur Exchange^ 1008 
Western Avenue, related that he has known ^TLER and his immediate family 
for the past 20 to 25 years and has had numerous business dealings with 
him, >diich included many personal contacts. He described BUTLER as being 
a "good substantial loyal American citizen". He stated he would recommend 
him and his family highly as to character, reputation and loyalty. 

Major VICTOR S. PAGE, Inspector General, Intelligence and 
Security Officer, Signal Corps, U; S. Amy, Federal Building, disclosed 
that he has known GEORGE BUTLER as a close friend for the past 2? years 
at Plamute, St. Michaels and Hamilton, Alaska. PAGE saw BUTIER daily 
over a period of five years from 1926 to 1931 and has seen him periodically 
two or three times a year since that time. He stated that BUTLER spends 
the winters in Seattle and has a home at Kirkland, Washington. He described 
BUTLER as an individualist who is inclined toward criticizing goveznment 
officials, but who usually has a good basis for such criticisn. He asserted 
he would recommend BUTLER and his ihmily highly as to diaracter, loyalty 
and associates and believed BUTLER could be trusted in aiy capacity to 
which ho might be assigned. 

Uc* RICHARD M. BGID,. General Superintendent, Northern 
Commercial C^pany, Box 2139* Fj^rbanks, Alaska, was contacted in Seattle, 
Washington, Room 419* Coleman Building. He related he has knex^n BUTLER 
and his immediate family since 1936 and has lived with th e BUTLER family 
in Hamilton, Alaska on many occasions. He recoomended^ them highly as to 
character, reputation and loyal'fy and stated he would have the utmost 
confidence in the discretion and integrity of BUTLER where the interests of 
the Govenunent might be concerned. 

Mr. MICHAEL "IfIKE" VjEAVER, Alaska Representative, Walton N. 
Moore -Conpany, Alaska Way, advised that he has been traveling in Alaska for 
the past 27 years and has known (EORCS: BUTLER and his immediate family 
well during that time. He averred that nothing has ever come to his 
attention which would cast the slightest ^flection on the character, loyalty 
and associates of BUTIER and his family. 


l!r, BEN E. ESSHAN, Assistant Manager, Seattle Fur Exchange, 
stated he met BUTLER about 1943 and has seen him yearly in Seattle and 
correq)onded with him in a business wqjr since 1943* He indicated that 
BUTIER enjoys an excellent reputation and ESSMAN believes him to be a man of 
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excellent character and loyalty*

No 
dates were reflected for his attendance at the Business College

Miss LAI40REUX advised that ROY IffllTMORE is no longer 
employed by the Forest Service and she was unable to furnish his 
present address or v/hereabouts. 

Records of the Orofino Credit Bureau, Police Department, 
and Sheriff’s Office contain no mention of JONES^ 

At LEWISTON. IDAHO 

ROBERT DOLE, Manager, Clearwater Valley Light and Pov/er 
Company, stated no record could be found to verify the employment 
of JONES. He said no one presently with the company could recall 
JONES inasmuch as all of the personnel are new since 1940.
